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Daimler Chrysler Granted 


Tax Abatement

At the May 12 Huron Township Board 
Meeting the board approved and granted 
eight years of tax abatement for Daimler 
Chrysler. 

Three representatives from Daimler 
appeared before the board and requested 
this relief by making brief remarks about 
the company and the extensive investment 
they made in the township. 

Treasurer Adkins advised the board that 
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TEFAP is The Emergency Food 
Assistance Program which began in 1981.

Daimler had met all the requirements and 
In a rating system recommended by the 
State, Daimler secured 95 points. This 
point range suggested an eight-year abate- 
ment and that was the time limit recom- 
mended. 


Trustee Mason was the primary 
spokesperson for opposition to the abate- 
ment and seemed to focus on the property 
ownership and employment issues. 

Regarding the property ownership, 
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all recipients as income eligible. Re- 
cipients who are not on any type of goy- 
ermental assistance program must pro- 
vide documentation declaring income and 
number of members in the household. Re- 
cipients can be under or over 60 years of age.
